POSSIBILITIES OF IRKIGATION.

According to the report of the
secretary of the interlor there still re-
malin In the public domaln In the states
known as desert land states 640,549,055
acres. Of this 69,000,000 acres are classed
as barren, irreclaimable waste and 145,
378,655 I1s woodland and forest, The re-
malning 332,176,000 acres are land which
80 fur as soll and eharacter are concerned
are capable of belug made productive
under irrigation,

The Insurmountable barrler to placing
all of this land under cultivation 18 the
lack of water. The estimate of the oth-
cers of the geologlcal survey ls that
water suflicient to lrrigate 71,500,000 is
available. The remalnder of this vast
portion of the public domain therefore
ean never be of value for farming pur-
poses, but must remaln, as at present,
grazing land. The amount of publle
land fo the various states and territories
which is capuble of lrrigution and the
water supply available Is as follows:

From this it is apparent that while the
amount of these lands is sufficient to
add materfally to the productive re-
sources of the country those who have
opposed publle expenditures for thelp
réclumation on the score of bringing
about an overproduction of agricultural
products are needlessly alurmed, Should
the work be undertaken at one, and
prosecuted with the utiost vigor the
annual lncrease in production wowd not
be 80 great as the natural Increase of
home consumption through the growth
of our own country.

The fact emphasized by a study of the
report I8 that some well-considered ac-
tion should be taken to conserve the
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and carefully devised system, For the
good of the general publie the water
should not be allowed to be appropr-
ated for comparatively worthloss land
while other naturally much more valun-
ble Is eut off perpetually from lmprove-
ment for the lack of warer.

This lack of knowledge begets [ndiffer-
ence and the measures are pushed aside
for matters in which the majorlty have
a personal luterest. The question s one
worthy the best thought of any states-
man. These 71,000,000 acres capable of
irrigation, which, If utilized to the boest
advantage there 18 water enough to
Irrigate, will make 900,000 farms of
eighty acres each, or easily capable of
sustaining by the pursults of agricul-
ture alone 4,500,000 people with the at-
tendant hundreds of thousands of me-
chaunles, tradesmen and other branches
of urban populatlon. It would be a
shame to allow such magnificent oppor-
tunities to fail of thelr full fruition

through Inadvertence or willful neglect,

SPANISH DIKEKING,

The American peace commissioners
having given the Spanish commissioners
until tomorrow to reply to the ultimatum
in regard to the Philippines presented by
this government, the Spaniards mean-
time have busled themselves in devising
new proposals, which were Informally
submitted to our commissioners and by
them communicated to the Washington
authoritles, The sallent polnt In these
alternative proposals s the fact that
Spain Is williug to relinguish a great
deal of soverelgnty for a liberal pecun-
lary consideration. This bas been under-
stood from the beginning of the negotia-
tions, but it is now for the first time
definitely statod.

It Is not to be supposed that the fpan-
ish commissioners seriously expected
that anything would come of these pro-
posals. They cabnot reasonably be
found fault with, however, for mi king
every effort to get the best terms possi-
ble. That is thelr duty, fallure to per-
form which would subject them to the
relentless condemnation of their coun-
trymen. But the policy of dicker and
delay may be carried too far. Persist-
ence In such a course beyond the lmit
deemed by our government to be rea-
sonable might have the effect to increase
the demands. It has been discovered
that we need a location In the Caroline
Islands for a cable statlon and its pur-
chase bas been proposed. How slmple
It would be to find an excuse in Span-
Ish delay of peace negotlations for In-
cluding one or all of those islands in our
demands. And we could urge just as
valld a right to take any of the remain-
Ing colonies of Spain as we have to take
all of the Philippines.

Perhaps the Spanlards aaderstand
this and will not carry dilatory tacties
so far as to invite further reprisals,
Their decision will probably Le kaown
within the next forty-elght hours. Ac-
cording to Washington advices the
American commissicners have been in-
structed to adhere to the demands pre.
sented early in the past week and that
no proposition for thelr modification
would be considered. There I8 no doubt
that this Is final and it is to be presamed
that the Bpanlsh government so under-
stands it. Very likely that government
has already reached a decision. At all
events the expectation is that Spain will
yleld and that the conclusion of a
treaty of peace will soon follow, since
there will be little to discuss when the
Philipplue question Is out of the way,
If thls expectation Is reallzed a treaty
may be ready for submission to the
senate by the time congress assembles,
December 5. It seems hardly possible
that Spaln will do anything to invite a
renewal of hostilities,

LOANING TU EUROPE.

The fact that American bankers and
caplitalists have money loaned in Eu-
rope to the amount of many millivos of
dollars evidences the progress which
thls conntry has recently made toward
finaneial Independence. Varlous estl-
mates have been made of the amount
of American money now loaned in Great
Britaln and upon the continent of EKu-
rope and the matter has commanded
such Interest among capitalists as to be
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made the subject of a careful louiry.
A leading New York banker who muade
an investigation found that within a few
weeks past not less than £40,000,000 had
heen sent to Europe as loans from New |
York and undoubtedly there have been
shinllar trausactlons at other fluancial
centers, so that it 1s not extravagant to
estimate the amount of Amerlcan money |
loaned to Europe, say within the past |
two or three months, at $45,000,000, |

And this does not represent all of the
American money now In Europe, The
New York correspondent of the i ’hila-
delphin  Press says there are scveral
banks in New York and perhaps two or
three trust companies which have
amounts varying from $300,000 to as
much as §20,000,000 on deposit in Great
Britain and on the continent. One bauk |
had at oue time nearly $20,000,000 on
deposit ln Germany and that money
wus avallable for loans and discounts |
and was recelving interest just as'
would haye been the ease had it been |
in this country. Investigation conclu-|
sively showed that the towal amount of |

Since Janu-
ary, 1807, the total money In circulation
lins Increased about $200,000,000, yearly
all of It in gold. The stogk of goll in
the Unlted States now exceeds $700,000,-
000, the largest amount In our history.
We are stronger financially than ever
before and In this respect the United
States Is Inferior to no other natlon on
earth. There I8 In all this the most com-
plete vindieation of our monetary and
econonile pollcles.

A PRUSPERULS SECTION.

The Pacific northwest 1s experiencing
a highly satlsfactory degree of pros-
perity, The Portland Oregonlan says
that almost every local paper through-
ont that sectlon furnishes conciusive
evidence of the return of progperity to
its own nelghborhood. It Is gratifying
to read the record, says that paper, in a
thousand little local mentionings, of un-
expectedly large rewnrds for the year's
labor, of big yields and a propltious sea-
son, of active demand and satisfactory
sales, of dellverance from debt and the
brighter prospect of independence. The
wheat growers of the Pacific northwest
have bad great crops for which they
have received remunerative prices, while
the stockmen have realized good profits.
In short all the Interests In that section
have had a year of notable prosperity
and the Pacitic northwest Is richer by a
great deal than It was a year ago or ever
before.

Relerring to the good results that will
come from the improved conditions, the
Oregonian says that one of them *“will
be the practical disappearance of
popullsm and all its cranky and erazy
notions of government and finances.”
There Is warrant for tnis view In the
elections of this year In that sectlon,
The result of these showed that the peo.
ple of the Pacific northwest are Influ-
enced by facts and are not to be misled
hy doctrines which thelr experience has
demonstrated to be fallaclous. It is safe
to say that a wmajority of them will
never agaln be found supporting free
sliver and populisti¢ vagaries, while the
example they have set this year will
have 2 most beneficlal effect. It is no-
fortunate that the common sense of the
people of the Pacific northwest 1s not
more general.

TRIBUTE TO ALIEN SHIP OWNERS,

A Philadelphin paper states that
merchants of that city alone have al-
ready pald out this year to alien ship
owners nearly $4,000,000 for the trans-
portation abroad of a little over 34,000,
000 bushels of grain. It says that upon
the figures of freight pald for the move-
ment of grain to Europe, Britlsh steam-
ships of the modern type and size are
known to be paylng thelr owners in the
nelghborhood of from 20 to 30 and even
356 per cent on the amount of capital
they have Invested. Out of the millions
of bushels of grain shipped from Phila-
delphla this year not one bushel went
abroad In an American vessel and prob-
ably 85 per cent of it was carried by
British bottoms, while Norwegian and
Swedlsh “tramps” eame in for the other
15 per cent. What Is true of Philadel-
phia In this respect applies largely to
other ports. Our graln Is taken abroad
almost wholly in foreign vessels, Ameri-
enn producers thus paylog heavy tribute
to allen ship owners.

It is roughly estimated that American
manufacturers and producers will pay
forelgn ship owners thls year for carry-
Ing thelr products not far from $200,-
000,000. We do not belleve this to be
an extravagant estimate, but assumne
that it Is, even half that amount is a
great deal of money to be annually sent
out of the country for the enrichment of
European vessel owners. It would cer-
tainly be much better if 1t could be paid
to American ship owners and EKept at
Lome for disbursement amoung our own
people, y

Such facts make a very strong argu-
ment for the building up of a merchant
marine, but another argument guite us
lmportant Is the necessity, In the interest
of our expanding commerce, of becom-
fng Independent of KEuropean ship
owners,

The United States is having a forceful
example of what would have been the
result had the ndministration shown the
least slgn of wavering when the tirst
talk of European participation in the set-
tlement of the unplensantness with
Spain  was Indulged In, The great
powers of Europe sat supinely by and
withessed the humllintlon of Greece In
the struggle for the freedom of the
Cretans, After the war was over and
the Turk had a right to belleve he had
carried his point the great powers step
In, eviet the conquerors from Crete and
install 'rince George of Greece as gov-
ernor of the Island.
